Re: City Manager's Repore

Mr, Blick reported the following:

1. Two weeks ago, the State, HOU, County and the City approved agreements
and contracts to rehabilitate the 59 units in the Lenmore Apartments. Total
leoans will amcunt to about $1.2 million. The agreement with the City is the
same previously approved by the Council.

2. The Metro Center is planning a grand opening on October 6.

3. # First Street extension opening is scheduled for about September 20.
There will be a ceremony scheduled.

Mayor Hovsepian asked for an update on the Dawson Farm Park. The City
Manager said staff is preparing a letter to go to the nelghborhood explaining
what is happening. The City has legally defaulted the contract and the project
will be completed before winter sets in.

Councilman Abrams asked the City Attorney the status of the Westmont sult.
Mr. Gleszow sald on Friday he received a call from the attorneys for Westmont
stating they had achieved an agreement in principal and wanted to know if the
City agrees. Mr. Glasgow explained that the City is anxious to have this matter
resolved quickly.

Re: Citizen's Forum

The Mayor and Council opened the meeting to those citizens who wished to
address the Mavor and Council:

1« <elly, Vice President of the West End Citizens Association, 4Ul
West Montgomery Avenue. Mr. Kelly read z letter from his civic association
noting the poor attendance of some commissioners on the Planning Commission. He
also noted that nearly all the absences were excused by either calling the
Planning Department Secretary or annocuncing at a commission meeting that one
would not be at a future meeting. He asked that this practice be reviewed and
revised. He said that when personal circumstances prevent commissioners frowm
fulfilling tneir duties, they should be replaced - promptly. They asked that
written attendance records of all City Boards and Commissions be compiled and
made availlable on a regular basis. When there appears to be a consistent
pattern of non-attendance, the Mayor and Council should review the record,
ascertain the continuing dedication to the appoiniment and determine whether the
individual should continue in public service.

Councilman Abrams noted that Mr. Kelly makes a good point. He asked the
City Manager to conduct a review of the attendance records for the Boards and
Commission and provide the Mayvor and Council with the results. Councilman
Duncan noted that after three unexcused absences the Chairman is to call and let
the appropriate person know. Mayor Hovseplan said she thought there was a form

made available for this reason. Councilman Tyner felt such a form is available
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but not asked for by the Mavor and Council. Councilman Hartogensis said the
Planning Commission has more meetings than any other commission and the Clity
demands much from rthem. iHe also noted that all who could not sttend had a valid
eXCUBE .

2. Robert Greenberg, attorney for Sgt. Keyser and the Fraternal Urder of
Police, Rockville City Police Department. Mr. Greenberg addressed the Mayor and
Council concerning the proposed amendment before thesm tonight to amend the
City's Personnel Regulations (Chapter 3. He informed the Council of a recent
incident in the recruitment for a new police Lieutenant that he feels brought
forth this amendment. He has signatures of 50 city staff who have signed a
petition expressing thelr concern over the proposed change. He read from the
current personnel ordinance on the hiring practices and said thar filing of the
Lt.'s position is a direct vioclation of tne City law. Mr. Greenberg then gave a
chronology of events to date on the hiring of Corporal Ethridpe who was told he
had the new Lieutenant's posiclon at Rockville. He told the Couneil thatr there
are four sergeants in the City with a total of 40 years service to the City. He
urged the Council to recognize the impropriety of this ordinance.

The City Hanager asked if the Chief and he could give a brief statement.

Chief Stout said he takes no responsibility for what Corporal Ethridge has
sald. 1t is true he contacted Corporal Ethridge but noted that the City Manager
and Director of Personnel are the only people who can make appointments. He
then pointed out the process used in hiring for this position and noted that he
is not involved in the process. The officers are interviewed by a merit board
aud ranked accordingly. Chief Stout saild he does not agree with Mr. Greenberg's
interpretation. He said he would alsc like to point out that two of the
sergeants have wmedical difficulties which would leave only two to be considered.

Mr. Blick said it is the philosophy of city management that citizens

deserve the best that can be recruited and to provide for a good career
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opportunity for its employess. He told the Mayor and Council that the City
would hire the best person.

Counvilman Abrams asked the Cnief o explain the Recrultment Assessment
Genter that he mentioned earlier and who conducts it. The Chief said trained
assess0rs come on loan from other police foreces and they conduct the pusis.

Louncilman Hartogensis asked why this proposed smendment does nol require a
public hearing. Mr. Blick explained that there is no reason to have a public
hearing. He said he his met with the three employee organizations and hss nobed
there response in his memo. The amendment has been modified to inciude L[he
language requested by employees. He explained that sometines the City will not
advertise outside and hire from within, or sometimes the City will review all
the personnel vecords and will decide to go outside as well as inside. He noted
that the City does promote mostly from within. As for the pulice department, i
would be best to develop young people within so as not to have Leogo outside ro
recruit.

Councilman Tyner ssid it is agreed by all that the best quaiitied should
fill the position. Those who make a career with the Lity should be groowmed
also. He asked the City Manager it he felt that this more clearly snunciates
the best qualified candidate. The City Atrorney saild it was brought to his
attention by the Cicty hanager that certain changes be wmaues” liv detferred any
further questions due to the possibility of litigation. He suggested any
further discussion be done in executive session.

Mr. Greenberg saddressed the Council apaln and said the main concerny with
this change is that it emasculates the merit system. he sald he would like Lo
expand on Mr. Tyner's statement in that those who intend to serve the Uity wmay
not be picked and those employees have no other means of appeal. This amendment

does away with the wmerit system. Councilman Abrams asked Mr. Greenbery what
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launguage changes he would like L0 proposs.  MNr. Lreenbery sald be bhuas no probiem
with the way the law is wovded now. Councilman davrogensis said this issuw is
toc large and he requests that a public hearing be scneduled. There secms to be
enough intevest and that way all parties will be adequately prepared to comment.
Mayor Hovsepian asked for a second to Councilman Hartogensis' mofion to have a
public hearing on this issue. The motion died for lack of a second.

Councilman Abrams sald he appreciates what Mr. Greenberg has o say. e
would like to have dr. Ureenberg submit bhelore the next meeling, the wording he
would like and the rationale behind it. Councilman Tyner said he would like o
present a serles of questions to give to the City Manager, the Personnel
Director and to Mr. Greenberg and he would like to have those questions answered
by each person.

There being no other citizen wishing to be heard, the Mayor closed the
citizen's forum portion of the meeting.

The determination by the Council of Covernments was to award based on the
escalating/deescalating bids.

Based on that fluctuation and the estimated quantity of 20,000 gallons for the
Senior Center, the maximum estimated cost to the City for #2 Heating Fuel Truck
Transport delivered inclusive of §$.01332/gallon County Energy Tax is $15,434.60.

The Senior Center previocusly purchased #5 heating fuel amounting to a total

during the last twelve months of $15,624.00 inclusive of tax.

The firm fixed price paid by the Uity during the last tweive months was
$.8725/gallon. This year's pricing results in approximately a 81,100 or 15%
savings.

The Council of Governments investigated Montelle Uil Corporation and
determined the firm to be responsible.

Steuart Petroleum has previously satisfactorily completed contracts with
the City. .

The majority of major suppliers in this area were contacted and/or
submitted bids and the procurement process was the same as that conducted by the
City. In accordance with Chapter 5 of the Laws of Rockville, award is
recommended to Montello 01l Corporation for #2 Hearing Fuel Truck Transport
delivered and to Steuart Petroleum for #2 Heating Fuel Tank Wagon Delivered.

The terms of the Invitation for Bid inciuded a provision for the extension
of the contract for two (2) additional one (1) yvear periods. It is recommended
that Mayor and Council agree to such extensions upon review by the Council
ninety éays prior to the end of the base year in August 1986.

On motion of Councilman Abrams, duly seconded and unanimously passed, Bid
No. 5-0780-21-00 for #2 Heating Fuel/Truck Transport delivered was awarded to
Montello 0il Corporation and for #2 Heating Fuel Tank Wagon delivered to Steuart
Petroleum as recommended by staff. The Council also approved the extension of

The
companies of Gebaut Samen, T.J. Company, Inc., and ®yon, Inc., normally submit
bhids on this type of City project. Gebaut Samen and T.J. Gompany stated that
they had been presented with several cther Invitations for Bids at thoe same Uime
and had not had the time to put together a bid for the City. Kyon, Inc., is
faced with an excesgive workload at the momonb.

Gebaut Samen and Ryon, lnc., had reviewed the specifications and done a
general estimate of the cost in the vange of $BU ~ $105,000.00. doth indicatec
that the grading and seeding regquirements were a significant expense,

Due to the extreme overage of the bids compared to the budget estimate, it
is recommended that these bids be rejected as excessive. HRecreatior and Parks
will revise the specificarions by breaking out portions of the projects as

options so that basic items can be comwpleted within the budger estingte.
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1t is anticipated thay more reasonable bids will be received this fall as
contractors are finishing thelr summer projects. Also, the staff will initiate
a more aggressive approsch to notifving companies likely to be interested in
this project,. 1t is still possible o expect this project o be completed by
the spring of 1986, whewn play on the fields would be normally expected.

Capitol Construction Enterprises has been defauvlted on the contracu for
Storm Water Management which was awarded against Invitation for Bid 21-85.

The Public Works staff has investigated alternate means tor completing the
Red Gate Pond Maintenance. This would be accomplished by & contract with MNCPPO
combined with work by City Maintenance forces and/or separate small (under
$7,500) open market purchase actions with various subcontractors.

By awarding the dredging work to MNCPPC and completing the balance of the
work through City forces and/or expedited Requests for Quotarions which do not
require formal bid procedures, the City would be assuved of both timely
completion of the entire project and & failr and reasonable price. In orvder o
re-bid the entire balance of the project, plans, specificarions and conlracts
suitable for public bidding would need Lo be prepared by engingering stall.

This would be time consuming and expensive and would not likely result in a
favorable cost. This is borne out by the existing bid of 3$117,506.00.

In a2 discussion with the Maryvland Park and Planning Coummission, it has besn
determined that the Commission is eguipped and willing to perform the dredging
work for the City during the wmonths of Uctober and November 1985. Thne
Recreation and Parks Director has advised that the months of October and
November are the wmost opportune time to cowmplete this work to minimize dmpact on
the Golf Course use and ravenus.

The City's Purchasing Ordinance, Section 2-307 enticled "Cooperative

Procurement” provides that "the City Manager may coutract with any state of
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local government or agency thereof to provide or receive any work or services o
the type the City or such other government or agency performs for its
Jurisdiction.

with the widening of I~270. Iu order to do this the MDSHA will consider a
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request from the Clty te provide engineering design for the Rockmead Parg UWH
project. This reguest will include the additional stream channel stabilization.

Plans 1o manage stormwater runoff frow MUSHA projscts must be uapproved by
the Department of Naturasl Resources. All apreements reached belween the City
and the MDSHA must be approved by the Department of Natural Resources.

The staff recommends that for this portion of 1-270 widening on-site SLb
requivemants be waived where public BWM facilitlies can compensate for the needed
S and that contributions of $20,0U0 per impervious acre be accepted for new
impervious areas {$400,000 based on current study) in addition to approximutely
565,000 to help stabilize the stream channels leading to the Hockmead Park SWm
facility. Staff zliso recommends thet the City use #USHA 2o design Rockmead Park
SWH facility and the needed stream stabilization in order to construct this
facilty sooner than the curvent schedule.
